Carl Shelton, head of the noto- 
rious Shelton gang of southern 
Illinois, was siain today near his 


farm home at Fairfield, Ill, by 
several men who ambushed the 


riddled his body with machine gun 
bullets. Fairfield is 120 miles 
east of St. Louls in Wayne county. 

A nephew, Earl Shelton, was 
riding in a truck ahead with Ray 
Walker, former Herrin (Ill.) gang- 
ster and Shelton gang lieutenant, 
when a black Ford sedan pulled 
out of a side road from behind 
brush and passed Shelton’s jeep 
firing as they went by, according 
to the younger Shelton. 

Shelton Leaps Into Ditch. 

Carl Shelton leaped from the 
jeep and rolled into a ditch, fa- 
tally shot. Walker and the young- 
er Shelton Also jumped into the 
ditch as the men in the sedan 
turned around and passed Shel- 
ton’s jeep again, firing another 
burst of shots at it. Walker and 
young Shelton were not injured. 

Shelton, who was 56 years 
old, was shot 16 times. One 
shot struck him in the heart, a 
hasty examination~at the Nale 
funeral establishment in Fairfield 
revealed. 

The attackers’ automobile, be- 
lieved to contain five or six men, 
headed south on LUlinois State 
—— No. 14 after the shooting. 

Shelton, brother of Carl 
and one of the triumvirate that 
fought the old Birger gang in the 
1920s, arrived on the scene quick- 
ly. Earl Shelton told the 
Post- tch on long-distance 
that he could not advance any rea- 
son for the shooting of his broth- 
er. Bernie Shelton, the other 
brother, was not at the Shelton 
home which is eight miles south- 
east of Fairfield. 

The shooting occurred at 8 a.m. 
today as Shelton was going into 
the farm home of another brother, 
Roy. Carl Shelton owned, with 
his family, about 4000 acres near 
Fairfield 

Shelton Carried Revolver. 

Indications that Shelton was 
able to return the fire were found 
by Sheriff Hal Bradshaw of 
Wayne county who said that a 
44 caliber revolver was found 
near Shelton’s body from which 
five shots had been fired.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 23 
—Declaring that the United States 
would never set foot on “the path 
leading to suppression and tyran- 
ny,” Warren R. Austin, chief 
American delegate to the United 
Nations, today curtly declined to 
support any part of the Russian 
resolution seeking punishment of 
“war mongers.” 
“The style of the proposal does 
not exempt it from criticism for 
containing the enslaving powers,” 
Austin said emphatically to the 
General Assembly’s. political com- 
mittee, stressing his phrases with 
an emotion not frequently marked 
in delivery of his formal state- 
ments. 
“The direction of the prohibition 
expressly against evil propaganda 
is the classic method of applying 
shackles to the mind of the gov- 
erned. Whenever censorship and 
suppression by law or decree has 
been proposed, it has always been 
aimed at bad propaganda, Yet the 
power to suppress bad propaganda 
is the power to suppress good 
propaganda.” 
' ‘Reply to Vishinsky. ’ 
Addressing himself directly to 
Russian Deputy Foreign Minister 
Andrei Y. Vishinsky who yester- 
day added former Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes to his list 
of American “warmongers” be- 
cause of quotation from his recent 
memoirs .“Speaking Frankly,” 
Austin: said: ‘ 
“If he (Vishinsky) had the pow- 
er to jail Mr. Justice Byrnes, no 
doubt he would do that.” 
The Political Committee was 
most fortunate to receive that il- 
lustration of the “vice” of the 
Soviet resolution urging suppres- 
sion of war propaganda “on pain 
of crimina] punishment,” Austin 
continued, 
“This most fundamental freedom 
—of free speech—which is neces- 
sary for the maintenance of good 
government, would wither in the 
presence of the power of men to 
put shackles on the minds and 
tapes on the lips of such great 
statesmen as James F. Byrnes,” 
he declared. 
Suppression of thoughts and 
words has never been successfully 
imposed in any free country, the 
former Vermont senator said. He 
asserted that no law extending 
“the hand of the magistrate” for 
repression of free speech is re- 
liable. 
“It is always within the power 
of the magistrate in such a ty- 
rannical situation to determine 
what is the 1aw, what is criminal 
propaganda, what is war propa- 
ganda,” he said. “The alternative 
to leaving men free is not peace. 
It is rebellion.” 
The extravagant language of 
the Soviet resolution sets forth a 
faulty policy, Austin continued, as 
attempts to suppress free thought 
and expression will result only in 
¢ausing men to “hate the authority 


the extremes to which it would 


go to prevent government em- 


}ployes from making information 


public. 

For instance, in the fantastic 
supposition that a high-ranking 
general or admiral should turn 


out to be an agent of an unfriend- 
ly power, any underling who re- 
vealed this information to the 
press would be liable to dismissal 
from federal employment. Under 
the proposed code communica- 
tion of the information to the 
press would be “disloyal,” 
This is the plain meaning of 
that section of the code, a 25-page 
mimeographed document now be- 
ing circulated among all depart- 
ment and agency heads. As now 
drafted the pertinent section deal- 
ing with “confidential informa- 
tion” says: 
“Confidential information is in- 
formation, the unauthorized dis- 
closure of which, although not en- 
dangering the national security, 
would be prejudicial to the inter- 
ests or prestige of the nation, any 
governmental activity, or an in- 
dividual; or would cause adminis- 
trative embarrassment or dif- 
ficulty.” 

‘Minimum Standards.’ 
The draft now being considered 
would set up “minimum standards” 
of security and any department or 
agency: head «would be free to 


'make its provisions even more re- 


strictive. One agency, the Veter- 
ans’ Administration, has already 
put its standards into effect. 
The code, however, has no bind- 
ing effect until and unless it has 
been returned to President Tru- 
man and he has approved it. 

It igs regarded here as a cer- 
tainty that the gag-rule feature 
of the code as finally promulgated 
will be modified or deleted now 
that its objectionable features 
have been brought to light. This 
could be done either by authors of 
the proposed code before it reaches 
the White House or by the Presi- 
dent before he signs it. 

But the effect of their inclusion 
in even a tentative draft might 
well be to bottle up some sources 
of information still open to the 
press. Government employes, par- 
ticularly those of the rank and 
file who are sometimes the best 
sources of information, are even 
now not noted for aggressive in- 
dependent thinking or action and 
are subject to pressures from 
higher-ranking employes always 
anxious to put their departments 
forward in the best possible light 
and to the contant fear of involv- 
ing their departments in contro- 
versy with prying Congressmen. 
They are likely to be as loquacious 
as a Chesapeake bay clam.

PARIS, Oct. 23 (AP)—Socialist 
Premier Paul Ramadier, his new 
streamlined Cabinet facing an As- 
sembly test next week, assailed 
the partv of Gen. Charles de 
Gaulle today as one which' attacks 
both the will of the people and 
the fourth republic itself. 

A member of Ramadier's staff 
said the Premier would ask the 
National Assembly—to be recon- 
vened Tuesday in an emergency 
session—for a vote of confidence 
in the Cabinet from which he yes- 


terday purged ministers suspected 
of De Gaullist leanings. The vote 
is expected to come next Thurs- 


ay. 
The Premier lashed out at both 
the left and the right in France. 
He declared it had been neces- 
sary to recall the Assembly from 
its vacation to consult with the 
deputies concerning “danger to 
the republic” which he held was 
inherent in both the De Gaullist 
and Communist ideologies. 
“Attack on Republic.” 
He spoke with special sharpness 
of De Gaulle’s proposal to rewrite 
the constitution of the fourth re- 
public, Such a proposal, he said, 
is an attack on “the will of the 
people,” and “an attack on the 
republic.” 
“Our constitution has been 
sealed by the will of the people,” 
Ramadier told a press conference. 
“During the four years of Ger- 
man occupation the French peo- 
ple desired only a return to par- 
liamentary government as s00n as, 
possible with as little change as 
possible in their traditional insti- 
tutions.” 
The Government yesterday called 
the Parliament to a session start- 
ing next Tuesday, though it had 
not been scheduled to end its 
summer vacation until Nov. 13. 
Ramadier told his press confer- 
ence today the political “climate 
of France, which has suffered too 
long, is charged with electricity. 
Nerves are on edge.” 
In this situation, he said, in an 
obvious reference to the Commu- 
nists, labor movements are “being 
transformed into political move- 
ments.” He added, “The objec- 
tive of these movements is the 
collapse of French authority and 
the halting of French production.” 

Reference to de Gaullists. 
Then, in reference to De Gaulle’s 
Rally of the French People 
(RPF), he asserted: 

“On the other hand, there is an- 
other diametrically opposed po- 
litical agitation which is aimed 
at overthrowing the political foun- 
dations with which the people have 
endowed themselves.” 

’ The Premier said both these 
forces are “attacking the republic 
at the very moment when union 
is needed.” 

“That is the danger the Govern- 
ment must face,” he declared. “In 
such a grave moment, the Govern- 
ment feels it must consult Parlia- 
ment.” 

De Gaulle has criticized the con- 
stitution of the fourth French re- 
public, adopted by referendum Oct. 
13, 1946, on the ground that it 
gives too much power to the legis-

Washington U. Man and 
Wife Honored for Dis- 
covery of How Starch 
Is Converted to Sugar 
in Body. 


The Nobel Prize in medicine has 
been awarded to Dr. Carl Ferdi- 
nand Cori, Washington University 
biochemist, and his wife, Dr. Ger- 
ty Theresa Cori, for their re- 
search discoveries explaining the 
manner in which starch is con- 
verted into sugar in the body, it 
was announced today in Stock- 
holm. 

A joint recipient with the Coris 
is Dr. B. A. Houssay of Buenos 
Aires. 

Dr.. Houssay, 60 years old, is 
chief of the Institute of Biology 
Medicine in 
Buenos Aires, a private institu- 
tion. He is an authority on dia- 
betes and is Known for research 
on snake and spider bites. 

The Argentine scientist shared 
the prize for his discovery of the 
significance of theh ormone pro- 
duced by the frontal lobe of the 
pituitary gland. 

The prize is a cash award of 
$48,921, half of which will go to 
the Coris and the other half to 
Dr. Houssay. 

Discoveries made by the Coria 
in the laboratories of the Wash- 
ington University Medical School 
have shed light on body processes 


‘which may prove of immeasur- 


able value in combatting such 
diseases as diabetes and 
hyperthyroidism. Their work has 
expanded man’s knowledge partic- 
ularly with reference to the chemi- 
cal changes in living cells by 
which energy is provided for vital 
processes and new material is as- 
similated, 

In 1942 the Coris, working with 
Dr. Arda Alden Glenn, a research 
associate, announced they had 
achieved crystallization of the 
enzyme which begins the process 
of converting animal starch ‘into 
sugar in the body. Crystallization 
was the final step in isolating the 
substance, so that the enzyme for 
the first time was made available 
for experimental use in an es- 
sentially pure form, 

The enzyme crystallized was

NEW YORK, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
Igor Stravinsky, of the long-hair 
music set, will soon.vie with be- 
bop and “bloop-bleep” for the juke

In his first step in this direc- 
tion, the 65-year-old Russian-born 
composer-conductor has _rear- 
ranged part of his famous “Fire- 
bird” ballet into a slow fox trot 
called “Summer oon,” Lou Levy, 
president of the Leeds Music Corp., 
said today. 

Stravinsky's conversion began 
almost two years ago in conversa- 
tions with the music publisher. 
The early conversations dealt with 
Stravinsky’s desire to increase his 
royalties from “Firebird,” tc move 
into a more lucrative category in 
the standings prepared by the 
American Society of Cmmposers 
and publishers, and Levy’s wis 
that Stravinsky might write 
march music for high echool 
bands. 

“After all,” Levy said, “as I said 


to Mr. Stravinsky: ‘Do you want 
to. be like Tschaikuwsky and Cho- 
pin and wait for everyone to pick 
your bones after you’re deaa? Do 
it yourself while you’rc stili able 
to enjoy the money.’” 


Levy said Stravinsky’s switch in 
musical technique resulted from 
his natv're/ization as an Ameri-fan 
citizen two years 370.

WASHINGTON, Oct, 23 (AP)— 


President Truman today called 
Congress to meet in special ses- 
sion Nov. 17 and said he will rec- 
ommend to it legislation dealing 


with “inflation, high prices and 


the high cost of living” as well as 
& program of aid for Europe. 
There was no word as to what 


he has in mind on prices. Labor 
groups have been vociferously 
urging a return to price controls, 
Truman will go on the radio to- 
morrow at 10 p.m. (9 p.m. St. 
Louis time) to give the people a 
report on what he is doing.

Announcing his action, he told 
@ press conference the crisis in 
Europe is so grave that he could 
not wait until January, when Con- 
gress is regularly scheduled te 
convene, to consider legislation. 

Truman said he had made the 
same announcement, giving the 
same reasons, to congressional 
leaders at a conference immedi- 
ately pew ns his meeting with

Cabinet Session Held. 

Prior to the session with the 
congressional group, he had called 
his cabinet to the White House 
for an extraordinary session. — 

“It is urgently necessary for 
the Congress to take legislative 
action designed to put an end to 
the continued rise in prices, whic 
is causing hardship to millions of 
American families and endanger- 
ing the prosperity and welfare of 
the entire nation,” the President.

Even before Truman’s announce- 
ment, House Speaker Martin

That remark appeared to indi- 
cate that Republicans, who con- 
trol the national legislature, were 
accepting no part of the responsi- 
bility for the session and thus 
werel eaving their hands entirely 
free in dealing with Truman’s pro- 


posals. 
Text of Statement. 

Here is the text of Truman's 
statement on the special session: 

“T have met this afternoon with 
congressional leaders. I presented 
to them detailed information con- 
cerning the alarming and continu- 
ing increase in prices in this 
country and the situation regard- 
ing the need for emergency for- 
eign aid. I informed them that I 
had concluded it was necessary to 
convene the Congress on Monday 
Nov. 17. 

“By that date the members of 
Congress who are now abroad ob- 
taining first hand information will 
have returned to the United States, 

“There are two compelling 
reasons for convening the Con- 
gress at an early date. 

“It is urgently necessary for the 
Congress to take legislative action 
designed to put an end to the 
continued rise in prices, which is 
causing hardship to millions of 
American families and endanger- 
ing the prosperity and welfare of 
the entire nation. When the Con- 
gress meets, I shall recommend to 
it suitable measures for dealing 
with inflation, high prices, and the 
high cost of living. 

Europe Ajd Necessary. 

“It is also necessary’ for this 
Government to take adequate 
steps to meet the crisis in western 
Europe, where certain countries 
have exhausted their financial re- 
sources and are unable to pur- 
chase the food and fuel which are 
essential if their people are to sur- 
vive the coming winter. 

“It now appears that the mini- 
mum needs of France can be met 
with present funds only until 
about the end of December, rd 
that it will enter the new year 
without funds to pay for essential 
imports. Italy’s needs are even 
more immediate, for Italy will re- 
quire substantial assistance before 
the end of this year. Moreover it 
appears that additional funds will 
be needed to maintain our position 
in occupied areas. It is clear, 
therefore, that congressional ac- 
tion cannot be delayed until Janu~- 


ary. 

“The convening of the Congress 
in November will also furnish an 
opportunity for it to speed up its 
consideration of the part to be 
played by the United States in 
the long-range European recovery 
program.

Letter Stresses Need 
of Stable World Econ-

NEW YORK, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Marshall said 
Jast night the so-called “Marshall 
plan” is nearing the end of the 
drafting stage and “when it is 
completed it will truly be a pro- 
gram of the United States govern- 
ment and not of any one depart- 
ment or agency.” 

Stressing th. long and careful 
preparation involved, Marshall 
said that now “the time of action 
is at hand.” 

Marshall spoke to the New 
York Herald Tribune Forum, 
which heard a letter from Presi- 
Gent Truman declaring that “this 
mation cannot know full peace or 
full security” unless the people 
of Europe “are in a position to 
make their full contribution to 
world stability.” 

The President’s letter to Mrs. 
Ogden Reid, president of the Her- 
ald Tribune, said that on the de- 
cisions of the coming weeks and 
months “will depend in large 
measure the future pattern of our 
relations with Europe and, indeed, 
with the world at large.” 

He said this country must be 
sure “that what we are under- 
taking to do is within the limits 
of our own strength and does not 
run counter to the health of our 
own economic life.” 

“Careful Study” of Aid. 

Marshall told the forum that no 
project “has ever received more 
careful study and preparation 
than has this problem of the re- 
construction of Europe.” 

“And I am certain that no Gov- 
ernmental effort has ever enjoyed 
such complete co-operation on the 
part of all the agencies con-' 
cerned,” he continued. 

“There has been constant ref- 
erence to a Marshall plan. The 
reference to me personally was un- 
fortunate, but the reference to a 
plan was ‘definitely misleading. 
There was no plan. There was a 
suggestion. Now we are in the 
process of drafting a plan as a 
proposal to the Congress of the 
United States. 

“The period of study and prep- 
aration is thus drawing to a close. 
The time of action is at hand. 

“For many months both the 
Government and the people of the 
United States have been consider- 
ing the growing dangers of the 
economic situation in Europe and 
our relation to the problem. 

‘ Source of Aid, 

“That Europe’s need of as- 
sistance is real and urgent I be- 
lieve is no longer a matter of 
argument. And it is likewise evi- 
dent that the United States of 
America in the present state of 
the world represents the primary 
source from which this need can 
be met. 

“I am sure that you all under- 
stand the vital importance to us 
of the preservation of European 
civilization. We cannot stand in- 
different to the fate of the nations 
who are having great difficulty in 


recovering from the consequences, 


of the war and are looking to us 
for assistance. ; 

“These are people who hold 
the same views of international 
conduct as we do. If we are to 
be successful in our quest for 
peace in a decent world we will 
be constantly in need of their 
strong co-operation. 

Collection of Facts. 

“Our government has realized 
from the first the magnitude of 
this problem and the numerous 
pitfalls that lie in the way of its 
solution. Despite the urgency of 
the situation, sufficient time had 


to be allowed for the collection of ; 


all pertinent facts and opinions 
and a thorough study of all the 
elements, both foreign and domes- 
tic, which enter into the problem. 

“We have the preliminary re- 
port of the 16 nations who met in 
Paris this summer. We are begin- 
ning to receive reports from the 
various governmental groups who 
have been examining into our own 
resources and their relationship to 
possible demands of the European 
situation. 

“Commissions of Congress who 
have traveled extensively through- 
out Europe are returning to this 
country and the results of their 
investigations are becoming avail- 
able. 

“I think it is important that you 
should understand something of 
the procedure which is now being 
followed by your government in 
arriving at a conclusion and pre- 
paring a program for presentation 
to the committees of Congress and 
later to the Congress itself. 


TAX CUT, MARSHALL AID NOT

Representative Suggests Cutting European 


Help to. Billion—Asserts He Will 
Reintroduce His Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, said today there was 


not enough money in the federal 
“a “to finance both the Marshall 
plan and a four-billion-dollar tax 
cut.” 

Knutson, chairman of the tax- 
writing House Ways and Means 
committee, told a reporter that: he 
believed Congress would limit its 
aid-to-Europe contribution under 
the Marshall program next year to 
one billion dollars. 

“It certainly should not exceed 
that amount,” Knutson said, re- 
peating his determination to intro- 
duce a third’ tax-cutting bill as 
soon as Congress reconvenes, 
oss in special or regular ses- 
sion, 

The bill, he said, will be similar 
to the two President Truman ve- 
toed earlier this year. Those meas- 
ures would have trimmed levies 
by 30 per “cent in low income 
brackets to 10.5 per cent in th® 
top brackets, Each would have re- 
duced taxes by about four billions 
a year. 

Predicts Overriding of Veto. 
Knutson predicted his new bill 
would pass “by enough votes to 
put it into law over any possible 
presidential veto.” 

“If government spending is kept 


Marshall plan and a tax cut bill,” 
Knutson asserted. 

“The only way that could be ac- 
complished would be for the ad- 
ministration to chop expenses 
drastically, That is not likely. 

“The Marshall plan to pour up 
to five billions a year into Europe 
for the next several years is sim- 
ply fantastic and out of the ques- 
tion. 

“Paddle Your Own Canoe.” 

“T think this country should try 
to supply enough emergency aid 
to Europe to see them through this 
winter, be sure they have enough 
seed for the spring planting, give 
them a paddle and then tell them 
‘go paddle your own canoe.’ 

“If Mr. Truman’‘is determined to 
pour out another 25 billions to 
Europe on top of the 20 billions 
given since V-J day, we should 
finance it through the sale of war 
relief bonds which would be re- 
deemable only as Europe repays 
us,” Knutson continued, “The vol- 
ume of sales would give Congress 
an excellent idea of how solid 
thinking Americans feel.”

WOMAN AND 23 MEN 


EXECUTED IN GREECE 
AS RED TERRORISTS 


ATHENS, Oct. 23 (AP). 

WENTY-FOUR persons, in- 
T eluding a woman, were exe- 
cuted in Salonika today, 
running to 47 the total number 
of persons put to death within 
a week for being members of 
a communist executive squad. 
All were charged, at a trial 
several. weeks ago, with plot- 
ting and participating in the 
hand grenade killing of three 


airmen and the wounding of 
eight others in Salonika last 
April 13. 

Eight soldiers were executed 
yesterday for espionage and 
the. formation of guerrilla 
units, six in Drama and two in 
Alexandroupolis. 

Press ceperte said today that 
26 gendarmes were killed and 
four others were wounded 
when a military truck was am- 
bushed by guerrillas near 
Amalias on the northwesttern 
coast of the Peloponnesus.

ATL SAYS UNIONS 


\MUST SEEK THIRD 


ROUND OF RISES 


Opposes Revival of Price 
Controls, Rationing and 
Wage Freezes as ‘Ab- 
horrent.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 23 (UP)— 
The American Federation of La- 
bor said today unions must seek a 
third round of postwar wage in- 
creases to meet rising prices. 


The statement was made in the 
AFL monthly economic survey. It 
was the first time the AFL has 
taken this position, although sev- 
eral CIO leaders already have said 
that a third round of pay rises in 
1948 would be necessary to meet 
the high cost of living. 

The AFL publication said high- 
er prices and the food shortage in 
Europe must be met “by volun- 
tary measures.” It opposed revival 
of price controls, wage freezes 
and rationings as “abhorrent and 
unworkable.” 

It urged industry to explain to 
workers and the public what it 
intends to do with 1947 profits 
estimated at 17 billion dollars. 
The AFL said that prices this 
year “in most cases have been 
raised more than enough to offset 
wage increases, as shown by the 
high and rising level of profits.” 
It said that United States Steel 
Corp. had increased prices $5 a 
ton average in July 1947, after the 
coal and steel wage rises. The 
AFL said that as a result of the 
price increase and higher steel 
shipments, the company’s wage 
costs decreased from $46.39 a ton 
in 1946 to $43.20 in the second half 
of 947, whereas its operating 
profit increased from $13.41 a ton 
in 1946 to $19 after the 1947 wage 
and price rises. 

“In citing these figures, the 
AFL is in no sense attacking prof- 
its,” the publication said. “We 
recognize that the business man’s 
chance to make profits is a pow- 
erful incentive to industrial prog- 
ress, and that such progress, when 
balanced by a strong union or- 
ganization and collective bargain- 
ing, is the basis for higher living 
standards.” . 

The AFL said that it has urged 
“the policy of wage increases with- 
out increasing prices as the only 
Way any real progress can be 
made.” - 

“Such a policy can only succeed 
if management comes half way, 
submitting facts and figures ac- 
ceptable to both parties to show 
the wage increases possible with- 
out raising prices, and sitting 
down in good faith with labor to 
work out ways and means of rais- 


‘Ting wages within present prices,” 


the AFL said. 


AWARD 10 CORIS 


GIVES. ST. LOWS 
5 PRIZE MINKER 


Drs. Comptoi, Doisy and 
Erlanger Earlier Re- 
cipients of the Nobel 
Honors. 


With announcement of the 
Nobel prize award to Drs. Carl 
and Gerty Cori, St. Louis and its 
two major educational institutions 
now have five Nobel prize winners. 


The earlier recipients of such 
awards, each of whom shared his 
prize with another person, were: 

Dr. Arthur Holly Compton, 
now chancellor of Washington 
University, Nobel prize in physb- 
ics, 1927. 

Dr, Edward A, Doisy, profes- 
sor of biochemistry in St. Louis 
University School] of Medicine, 
medicine and physiology, 1943. 

Dr, Jo8eph Erlanger, professor 
emeritus of physiology in Wash- 
ington University School of Med- 
icine, medicine and physiology, 
1944, 

Dr. Compton shared the 1927 
Nobel prize in Physics with Prof. 
Charles T. R. Wilson of Cam- 
bridge University, England. Dr. 
Compton was professor of physics 
in Washington University from 
1920 to 1923, and it was here that 
he did much of the research work 
which led to the award, From 
1923 to 1929 he was professor of 
physics at the University of Chi- 
cago, He returned to Washington 
University as Chancellor in 1945. 
He is 55 years old. 

The basis of the award to Dr. 
Compton was his new theory of 
X-rays as rapidly moving par- 
ticles, photons, which bounce from 
electrons, losing energy in the re- 
bound, This theory was found to 
account for diminishing wave 
lengths in exact accord with ex- 
perimental measurements. This 
developed from his _ discovery, 
while at Washington University, 
of the change in the wave-length 
of X-rays when scattered, the total 
reflection and complete polariza- 
tion of X-rays. 

Dr. Doisy, 53, shared the 1943 
medicine and physiology prize 
with Dr. Henrik Dam, Danish sci- 
entist. .Announcement of this 
award was delayed until late in 
1944. The award to Drs. Doisy 
and Dam was made for their dis- 
covery, isolation an chemical 
analysis of vitamin K, which is of 
vital importance in blood coagula- 
tion. Their work is credited with 
saving the lives of many newborn 
infants, and of adults with hemorr- 
hagic diseases due to vitamin K 
deficiencies. Dr. Doisy and a 
staff of assistants in the medi- 
cal school took up the research 
in 1936, and succeeded after three 
years in isolating the vitamin from 
alfalfa meal and putrid fish meal. 
Simultaneously with the an- 


|mnouncement of the 1943 award, in 


October, 1944, was made known 
the 1944 award, also in medicine 
and physiology, to Dr. Erlanger, 
then director of the physiology de- 
partment, Washington University 
School of Medicine, and Dr. Her- 
bert Spenser Gasser, former pro- 
fessor of pharmacology in Wash- 
ington University. Dr. Gasser, at 
the time of the award, had be- 
come director of Rockefeller Insti- 
tute in New York. 

Dr. Erlanger, now 73, was in the 
Washington University faculty 
since 1910. He and Dr. Gasser de-

named phosphorylase. Its presence 
in muscle tissue had been first 
described by Dr. Carl Cori and his 
associates several years earlier, 
and the enzyme later had been 
found in liver, brain, heart and 
other animal tissue. A _ similiar 
enzyme occurs in plants. 


is a storage product of glucose, 
the sugar present in the blood, 
which the body uses for fuel. 
Glycogen is a large molecule 
made up of a number of smaller 
glucose units which are linked. 
One phase of the process by 
which sugar and 
utilized by the body is the break- 
ing down of glycogen {nto its com- 
ponent glucose units, 

Describing the mechanism of 
the enzyme which first attacks 
glycogen, Dr, Carl Cori showed 
that glycogen and inorganic phos- 
phate are combined through the 
action of phosphorylase to form a 
substance called glucose-I-phos- 
phate. This has come to be known 
as the Cori ester. 

The enzyme, he continued, also 
accomplishes the reverse change— 
the conversion of glucose-I-phos.- 
phate to glycogen and phosphate. 
He explained that a chemical 
equflibrium is established between 
glucose-I-phosphate on the one 
hand and glycogen and phosphate 
on the other, If phosphate is pres- 
ent to excess in the system, glyco- 
gen or starch is converted by phos- 
phorylase to glucose-I-phosphate; 
if glucose-I-phosphate is present in 
excess, it is converted through 
the action of the enzyme to glyco- 
gen and phosphate. 

Compound Is Split. 

After the formation of glucose- 
I-phosphate, other enzymes split 
the compound into glucose and 
phosphate. Finally, he said, the 
glucose thus formed which is not 
used for body fuel is reconverted 
to glucose-I-phosphate and then to 
glycogen for storage. 

It was a natural continuation 
of the Coris’ research to study 
the action of insulin and other 
hormones, 


Scientists have hailed the work 
of the Coris in synthesizing 
phospherylase as an achievement 
taking rank with the discovery of 
glycogen -80 years ago by the 
French physiologist, Claude Ber- 
nard. Dr, Carl Cori already had 
been elected to the National 
Academy of Science for his work 
in pharmacology and other hon- 
ors followed in rapid order. 


In 1946 he was named recipient 
of the Lasker Award of the Amer- 
ican Public Health Association, 
and with his wife received the 
Midwest Award of the St. Louis 
section of the American Chemical 
Society. Last April Dr. Carl Cori 
received a $5000 prize for research 
in metabolism awarded by the Na- 
tional Science Fund of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

Dr. Gerty Cori is 51 years old. 
Her husband, who is four months 
younger, will be 51 next Dec. 5. 
Both were born in Prague when 
that city was a part of Austria, 
and they studied medicine in the 
same class at the University cf 
Prague. They were married ir 
1920, the year they obtained their 
M.D, degrees, and did graduate

Telegram From Friend. 

A congratulatory telegram from 
a friend in Stockholm this morn- 
ing gave the Coris their first news 
of the Nobel award, but the only 
change in their working routine 
was a press conference in which, 
at the insistence of the university 
authorities, the biochemists an- 
swered questions about their work. 

Asked how she felt about this 
latest honor, Dr. Gerty Cori said,

Expenditures during the period 
which ended Oct. 11, increased 
$1,388,000 over expenditures for 
the corresponding period last 
year, the report showed, while re. 
ceipts for the first six months of 
this fiscal year increased but 
$1,320,000 over the first six months 
of last year. 

Total expenditures during the 
six-month period just ended were 
$16,017,000 as compared to $14, 
629,000 for the corresponding 
period of last year. Receipts dur- 
ing the respective periods were 
$8,279,000 and $6,959,000. 

One of the chief increases in 
municipal revenue reported during 
the first half of this fiscal year, 
was $288,000 which resulted from 
the city earnings tax, declared in- 
valid by ‘the Missouri Supreme 
Court early in the summer. Funds 
collected under the earnings tax 
will be repaid. 

Another increase in revenue re- 
flected in the report was $163,000 
in intangible personal property 
taxes. No funds were received 
from this source, nor from the 
earnings tax, during the first six 
months of the last fiscal year.

cold storage birds on hand. 

There was no indication whether 
Committee Chairman Charles 
Luckman would announce a final 
decision on ending poultryléss 
days but keeping eggless days, 

Nation-Wide Appeal. 

In a nation-wide’ broadcast yes- 
terday to the mayors of cities all|- 
over the country, asking them to 
set up local conservation commit- 
tees, Luckman said: 

“The people of western Europe 
face a winter of want and hunger 
which it is almost impossible for 
most Americans to visualize. ... 
The people of key countries of 
western Europe are in desperate 
need of wheat for bread to take 
them through this, coming winter.” 

Luckman asked housewives “to 
buy less flour and to do less 
baking of food in which flour is 
the main ingredient, like cakes, 
pies, cookies, muffins.” 

Mayor Charles M. J. Hustinx of 
Nijmegen, Holland, who also took 
part in the broadcast, said Europe 
badly needs the food which only 
Americans can provide.

CARL SHELTON, 
HEAD OF ILLINOIS 
GANG, IS KILLED 


Continued From Page One. 


thought there was some connec- 
tion between the shooting last 
Saturday night of Virgil Vaughn, 
a farmer and oil field worker, in 
Edwards county. Vaughn was shot 
on the highway three times and 
wounded. 


Neighbors of Shelton told the 
Post-Dispatch that Shelton, who 
had been living the life of a 
prosperous farmer and oil-well 
operator, had recently had trouble 
with a group of former oil-well 
workers over some cattle stolen 
from the Shelton herds. 


Four years ago two members of 
the old Shelton gang were slain in 
much the same manner in which | 
Carl Shelton was killed today. 
Harley Grizzel and Norman Farr, | 
driving near East St. Louis, were 
machine-gunned to death by occu- 
pants of a car which overhauled | 
them. The slayers were not ap-| 
prehended. 

Officers Alerted. 

Lt. Ben Blades of the [Illinois | 
State Highway Patrol told report- 
ers that all city, county and state 
officers had been alerted in south- 
ern Illinois and in the region west- 
ward toward St. Louis to be on 
the lookout for the killers’ auto- 
mobile, | 

Lieut. Blades and Sheriff Brad- | 
shaw said it was possible that 
Shelton had wounded one of his} 
assailants as blood was found on/| 
the road where the gunmen in the} 
black Ford had picked up one of | 
their number as they turned their | 
car around after the original at- | 
tack. 

Shelton centered most of his in- ; 
terest in his farms aid oil wellsin 
recent years, but he was still a 
widely known and active figure in | 
the underworld of Peoria where he | 
controlled several rackets and in 
rural districts in southern [li-| 
nois where he had slot machine | 
interests. He also was known to/| 
have kept his hand in on gang af- | 
fairs in Chicago and St. Louis) 
although more as an observer than | 
active participant. He seldom | 
came into East St. Louis and on | 
trips to St. Louis would skirt the | 
city often stopping at Creve Coeur | 
Lake. 

At the Shelton farm, a relative, | 
Roy Shelton, said he believed that 
Carl Shelton’s killers had waited 
for the jeep beneath a bridge near | 
the spot where he was slain. 


Asked whether he had any idea | 
who did the shooting or why it | 
was done, Roy Shelton replied: | 
“Well—I wouldn't say.” 
He said that Carl Shelton had | 
other “homes” besides the one at | 
the farm and added that he didn’t | 
know too much about the shoot- | 


E. | 

Until two years ago Shelton and | 
his brothers operated slot machine | 
and gambling concessions in Pe- | 
oria but with a change in the city | 
administration they largely dis- | 
continued their activities there. | 
Shelton, however, maintained a 
home in Peoria and divided his | 
time between there and his farm | 
in Wayne county. He told the/| 
Post-Dispatch recently that oil | 
wells on his property had aug- | 
on his property had augmented his | 
mented his income while mention- 
ing that he also was interested in 
slot machines in rural reas. 


Carl Shelton and his two young- 
er brothers first came into under- 
world prominence during the pro- | 
hibition era in southern Illinois. | 
Carl, powerfully built, and six | 
feet, twé° Inches tall, was regarded | 
@s the brains of a gang. which | 
engaged in bloddy warfare with | 
a rival gang headed by Charlie | 
Birger, who was hanged for the | 
murder of Mayor Joe Adams of 
West City, IL 

Shelton-Birger Gang War. 


During the long Shelton-Birger 
gang warfare, which resulted in | 
40 slayings, the Sheltons operated 
from headquarters in East St. 
Louis while Birger occupied a 
formidable stronghold, “Shady 
Rest,” near Harrisburg, Ill, At one | 
time the Sheltons engaged an air- | 
plane to bomb the headquarters | 
of the rival gang leader, Frequent | 
encounters between the opposing | 
groups spread terror throughout | 
southern Illinois. 3 

The killing of Mayor Adams, | 
shot down at his doorstep in De-| 
cember, 1936, intensified the feel-| 
ing. Adams, a close friend of Carl} 
Shelton’s, had offered haven to | 
the Shelton’s despite a warning by | 
Birger that “I'll see you killed for | 
that.” 

The killing was the signal for | 
an all-out attack by the Sheltons | 
on the Birger fort. Armed with | 
grenades, dynamite and machine | 
guns the Shelton forces stormed 
the foe’s stronghold. It had a/ 
machine gun in each window and | 
an Army tank ‘was in the yard. | 
The battle lasted throughout the | 
night and culminated in a hand | 
to hand fight. In the morning, | 
pools of blood bore witness to the | 
violence but it was never fully | 
ascertained how many were slain. | 

The Shelton men burned the | 
remnants of “Shady Rest” and} 
with it the bodies of Birger’s care- | 
taker, Steve George, his wife, and 
Eimo Thompson. 

Demonstration of Power. 

During the protracted warfare, | 
both Shelton and Birger broad- | 
cast over the radio to assure resi- | 
dents no harm would befall them. | 
Shelton once moved a tank and | 
fleet of armored cars into Marion | 
and circled the Williamson county | 
courthouse to demonstrate his) 
power. The police did nothing, | 
pointing out the armored cars | 
bore licenses and observed traffic | 
regulations. | 

One of the many conflicts dur- | 
ing the long gang war was at 
Colp City, Ill, Nov. 6, 1926, when 
the Shelton forces captured John | 
“Apie” Milroy and informed him | 
he was about to die. After listen- | 
ing to his pleadings for 30 min- | 
utes, he was machine-gunned to | 
death. When the Mayor W. J. 
(Jeff) Stone, a Birger supporter, | 
Objected he also was killed. | 

Carl Shelton and his two broth- 
ers were convicted in 1937 at! 
Quincy, Ill., of robbing a postal | 
messenger of $15,000 at Collinsville | 
in 1924. Birger and two'of his 
henchmen testified against the| 
Sheltons. The Sheltons attempted | 
‘to present an alibi but were sen- | 
tenced to 25 years in the peniten- | 
tiary. | 
After serving three years they | 
were freed, largely through con-| 
fessions obtained by the late John | 
T. Rogers, a Post-Dispatch re J 
porter, that members of the rival | 
gang had committed perjury at | 
the trial. The Shelton brothers 


were granted a new trial but the 
case was ultimately dismissed, 

Another robbery charge against 
the Sheltons also failed. It was 
based on testimony by Art New- 
man, East Side gangster, that they 
obtained $7700 in a robbery of the 
Kinkaid Trust and Savings Bank 
in September 1927. He. testified 
that he drove them to the bank 
and later heard them describe the 
robbery. 


The defense exhibited an East 
St, Louis police blotter, purporting 
to show that the Sheltons were in 
jail there at the time of the rob- 
bery but the prosecution estab- 
lished the blotter had been forged. 
The Sheltons were sentenced to 10 
years to life for the robbery, but 
the conviction was reversed and a 
new trial ordered by the Illinois 
Supreme Court which discredited 


Newman's testimony because of 
his character, The case was later 
dropped. 


“Labor Racket” Statement. 


Oliver Arden Moore, president 
of the East St. Louis Central 
Trades and Labor Union, was 
machine-gunned to death in a 
1932 strike at the Phillips Petro- 
leum Co. there. He gave a death- 
bed statement to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter to the effect that Carl 
Shelton was attempting to organ-

ize “labor rackets" in East St. 
Louls and had offered him $30,000 
to move out. Shelton was ques- 
tioned in connection with the 
shooting, as had been the case in 
many other killings, but no charge 


Walter C. Lindley once remarked 
to him from the bench: “You are 
a man of intelligence and ability. 
I am sure that the same amount 
of energy applied to some legiti- 
mate enterprise would be more 
satisfactory to you and I know it 


was placed against him. 


The only sentence that Carl 
ever served in full was one of 
11 months in 1932-33 for bootleg- 
ging.

A recommendation that the City 
Pian Commission rescind its ap-

“Given the diversity of human 
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opinions it is obviously possible 
when their expression is not stifled 
to find by assidious and calculated) 
selection statements or expressions| 
of opinion to support any view 
whatsoever,” he said. 

“It is ‘however, distorted and 
misleading to present such eitie| 
ficially selected items as a genuine 
criterion of public opinion, per- 
ticularly when they represent, not 
the utterances of a responsible 
government, but of a very small 
minority in a community where 
the vast majority are against 
war.” He emphasized the word 


“vast.” 


Dulles Statement Cited. 

Pointing out that individuals 
and organizations in the United 
States were extending vigorous 
public efforts in behal of peace, 
he gave as example a statement; 
by John Foster Dulles. Dulles, a 
member of the American delega- 
tion and adviser to the State De- 


partment, was among those ac- 


cused as warmongers by Vishin- 
aky. 

“If anyone use his privileges in 
this country to advocate war, he 
is running completely counter to 
the convictions of the vast major- 
ity of his fellow citizens, and to 
the policies of his Government,” 
Austin said firmly. 

“The people of the United States 
and their Government stand for 
peace through international col- 
laboration.” 

The United States will lend no 
support to take “the road of jre- 
straint,” leading to developnient 
of a police state and censorship, 
Austin declared. He said self-dis- 
cipline instead of prohibitive law 
is the way to good propaganda. « 

“There can be no compromise 
with efforts to curtail freedom of 
speech,” he went on, “Condemna- 
tion of thought and expression 
leads to prohibition, prevention 
and suppression. 

“Suppression of thought and 
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speech leads to the tyrannical ex- 
ercise of arbitrary power in the 
hands of the few. This is the an- 
tithesis of democracy, the negation 
of the principles on which the

Yet the Soviet Union would 
still have us say that a convention 
of prohibition js enough.” 

As to general disarmament, 
Austin told the U.N. that slow 
progress of the commission on 
conventional armaments “casts 
doubt on our ability to outlaw 
war.” He said that a plan can be 
prepared, however, to be invoked 
when atomic problems have been 
settled, peace treaties concluded, 
and the size of peace forces es- 
tablished. 

“The United States will continue 
its efforts to meet negative and 
obstructive diplomacy with a 
diplomacy that seeks the construc- 
tive solution,” he concluded. “It 
is trying to co-operate in words 
and deeds and in many construc- 
tive programs for peace, and it is 
willing that its words and deeds 
should be judged by its fellow 
members of the United Nttions.”

An expanded volume of Amer- 
ican foreign trade, including im- 
ports, is seen by the National 
Foreign Trade Convention as the 
only sound basis for world recov- 
ery from the war and the en- 
couragement of democracy and 
free enterprise abroad. The con- 
vention adopted the declaration, 


framed by a committee headed by 
Edgar W. Smith of New York, 
vice president of the General Mo- 
tors Overseas Corp., yesterday, 

The statement. made it plain 
that the convention was speak- 
ing for the “international trading 
and investment interests of Amer- 
ican private enterprise.” This 
group, therefore, did not “deem it 
within its province to pass judg- 
ment on the foreign policy of the 
United States in all of its mani- 
fold phases.” 

As the voice of private interests 
the declaration did not discuss di- 
rectly such issues of public policy 
as the Marshall plan or sugges- 


tion, or the participation by Amer- 
ican firms in international cartels. 
Indirectly, however, both issues 
were touched on. 

The convention favored “subsis- 
tence relief” to war-torn nations, 
under American control, and with 
due consideration of American 
private concerns.

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Louis A. Johnson, former Assist- 
ant Secretary of War, said today 
that he and President Roosevelt 
knew as early as 1938 “that war 
was coming and we could not stay 
out of it.” 

Johnson, who served as assist- 
ant secretary from 1937 until 
1940, testified before the Senate 
War Investigating Committee 
which is trying to learn why a 
detailed ~- industrial mobilization 
plan was discarded after Pearl 
Harbor. 

At first Johnson asked that his 
account of prewar moves in con- 
nection with the late President 
be “off the record,” but Chair- 
man Brewster (Rep.), Maine, said 
the testimony should be open to 
the public. 

Johnson said that his efforts 
to prepare this country for war 
were blocked by two former Cab-/ 
inet members—former Secretary 
of Labor Perkins and former 
Secretary of War Woodring—and 
Gen. Brehon Somervell, wartime 
chief of the army’s supply service. 

Johnson said that a detailed in- 
dustrial mobilization plan “was 
ditched by brass hats because it 
did not suit the program of Gen. 
Somervell.” 

Says Forrestal Was “Inexact.” 

He said also that Secretary of 
Defense Forrestal had made “‘in- 
correct”and “inexact” statements 
about the reason for shelving the 
program. Forrestal had told the 
committee that the long-studied 
program was “too generalized.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your letter column has published let- 

ters on the subject of flour and flour 

They are generally so full of 
misconceptions, inaccuracies and mis- 
— that some rebuttal is called 

or. . 

A letter in your column of Oct. 20 is 
one example. To quote from it: “the 
American people should eat more whole 
wheat bread because the mills waste 30 
per cent in making white flour.” 

As a matter of fact, flour mills waste 
mone of the wheat at all. We do pro- 
duce animal milifeeds which comprise 
about 28 per cent of the wheat. Those 
by-products are called bran, mixed feed 
and shorts. 

It can hardly be said that these by- 
products are wasted since they are fed 
directly to poultry and livestock, or are 
the basic ingredient of commercial feeds. 

If we are to continue with intelligent 
feeding of farm animals, we cannot ex- 
pect to raise them on grass and grass- 
hoppers. ws 

The demand for milifeed could hardly 
be any greater—as some criterion, shorts 
are quoted at $81.50 per ton carlots at 
St. Louis. 

The letter in question also said: 
“Whole wheat bread is stressed by all 
health authorities.” This statement is 
a generality which cannot be proved. 

As a matter of fact, the program of 
enrichment brings white flour up to the 
vitamin and mineral content of whole 
wheat flour. 

Flour mills are run by men who are 
only interested in supplying the demand. 
Since the demand for whole wheat flour 
constitutes about 2 per cent of the to- 
tal quantity of flour milled, obviously 
98 per cent of the people want white 
flour, They want it whiter and finer 
and are demanding better grades 
(whiter) flour all the time. 

If people want whole wheat, the mill- 
ers would be only too glad to mill it. 
We would also produce purple, red or 
green flour if enough people wanted it. 

The 1946 program of 80 per cent ex- 
traction “emergency” (dark) flour has 
already been discredited as having saved 
no wheat at all. We are sending 570,- 
000,000 bushels of grain to foreign coun- 
tries during this crop year. We are 
bankrupting our grain stocks to do this. 
Food faddists could hardly ask us to do 
any more than that. :

What Sort of Trade Policy? 


Speakers before the National Foreign Trade 
Council convention were all for a large com- 
merce with other nations, but two of them raised 
an old dispute which has messed up American 
trade ambitions in the past and may do so again. 
They were Edward A. O'Neal, president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, and George 
M. Harrison, presiderit of the. Railway Clerks 
and vice president of the AFL. 7 

Mr. O’Neal expressed worry that, as the nation 
becomes still more indystrialized, factory exports 
will increase and farm exports decline. His fig- 
ures showed how far such a trend has already 
progressed, “Agricultural exports declined from 
around 80 per cent of our total exports in the 
1880s to about 21 per cent immediately preced- 
ing.World War II.” In the same period, agri- 
cultural imports stepped up more than total im- 
ports—-we became less dependent on foreign 
manufactures and more dependent on foreign 
raw materials. 

Mr. Harrison, on the other hand, took the view 
that manufactured goods are the “natural” Amer- 
ican exports. “As a long-range policy,” he said, 
“we should encourage the development of new 
grain producing areas in other parts of the world. 
We are not a natural exporter of grain to Europe 
because we are not a natural market for Euro- 
pean manufactured goods.” He could have used 
Mr. O’Neal’s same figures to show that a shift 
from farming to manufacturing is a normal 
American trend. 

The labor leader’s case has much the greater 
merit, Machine products are our natural ex- 
ports because we have the world’s most efficient 
manufacturing plants and organizations. Raw 
materials are natural imports because we need 
them to balance the exports—because American 
wages in raw materials cannot compete with 
wages in less fortunate parts of the world—and 
because importing lightens the alarming deple- 
tion of natural resources which we need as in- 
surance for security. 

Furthermore, factory production produces more 
income with less effort than agricultural and 
other raw materials production. Colin Clark, the 
distinguished Australian ecohomist, proved that 
by a detailed survey of country after. country. 
Compare the United States with Brazil on that 
score. Compare Massachusetts with Mississippi. 

For many years, American agriculture has not 
had the competitive efficiency to remain a great 
export industry—which is why its export posi- 
tion has declined. Heavy subsidies are needed to 
maintain such position as it still has. Export 
subsidies make American taxpayers involuntary 
contributors to a cutthroat international compe- 
tition waged by the United States Government 
on behalf of American farmers and at the ex- 
pense of farmers in other countries. 

For more than a century, the United States 
sold the fertility of its farms overseas. In con- 
sequence, the South’s cotton: land narrowly 
missed declining beyond redemption. It is re- 
covering now only at great cost. Higher human- 
ity and higher political strategy justify a similar 
sapping of Western fertility to produce wheat 
for the world’s hungry people. But unless a 
minority of organized farmers continues to con- 
trol policy, we should not give artificial impetus 
to grain exports after the food emergency. 

American self-interest sharply calls for ex- 
porting more machine products and less raw 
products, Self-interest would make sure that we 
produced enough cotton and grain for domestic 
uses, but not perennial surpluses for export. At 
the same time, the Government should give all 
the aid it could toward getting the surplus of 
farmers shifted from export crops to the produc- 
tion of produce, meat animals and dairy prod- 
ucts, and some of them into non-farm work, 
Many farmers are on the ragged edge even 
under boom conditions; they would earn far 
more after the shift. 

Such a farm program was strongly urged by 
former Secretary of Agriculture Claude Wickard 
and former Under Secretary of State William L. 
Clayton. Until some such policy is adopted and 
widely accepted, the resistance of Mr. O’Neal 
and his kind may continue to undo the good work 
of all foreign trade conferences.

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Latins Don’t Take It! 


Moscow has been. elated and Washington wor- 
ried by the spread of Communism in Latin 
America. Those moods must have been re- 
versed, however, by the news that Chile has 
followed Brazil in breaking off diplomatic re- 
lations with the Kremlin. Rio acted Tuesday 
after “outrageous and even calumnious” Russian 
attacks on President Dutra, and Santiago fol- 
lowed suit that night, declaring that international 
Communists had fomented strikes and disturbed 
the public quiet. For good measure, Chile cut 
its ties with Czechoslovakia. Since Yugoslavia’s 
diplomats were expelled last week, that leaves 
the Soviet bloc without a single representative 
in the country. | 

In annoying these South American govern- 
ments, the Foreign Commissariat obviously mis- 
judged the Latin temper. Both nations had boy- 
cotted the Soviet Union until 1945. . Then, .in 
the general air of international good will and 
a certain willingness to let bygones bé bygones 
which attended the formation of the United Na- 
tions, they recognized the U.S.S.R. Since hos- 
pitality was extended so belatedly and reluc- 
tantly, one might have expected Moscow to be 
slow in abusing it. ° 

But there is evidence enough in their press 
and their UN speeches that the Russians feel 
free of any obligation to observe the diplomatic 
niceties, let alone to work sincerely with na- 
tions outside their own bloc. They seem to ex- 


pect infinite patience in the face of their dia- 
tribes and the machinations of their partisans. 
Well, Chilean and Brazilian patience was quickly 
exhausted. 

The resulting diplomatic break certainly may 
be taken as a sign of increased anti-Communist 
vigilance in both countries. Indeed, it may 
well mean that Communists, native and im- 
ported, will have a harder time of it henceforth 
throughout Latin Anjierica. 
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Shocking Censorship 

A shocking act of censorship has been per- 
formed by the American occupation authorities 
in Japan. They refused to permit the publica- 
tion of a story quoting from an editorial in the 
conservative New York Times, because it sug- 
gested that Emperor Hirohito should abdicate 
in favor of his son. 


The Times based its argument on the war 


crime trial of Marquis Koichi Kido, wartime 
Keeper of the Privy Seal. According to the 
Times, the testimony in that case 
makes plain what has always been known in 
informed quarters—namely that the Em- 
peror Hirohito was by no means the “bum- 
bling, ineffectual ruler” or the ignorant and 
innocent puppet that he has sometimes been 
represented, but rather a knowing and ac- 
tive, if weak and timid, participant in 

Japan’s military adventures. , 

‘On top of the suppression, Correspondent Rus- 
sell Brines adds the revealing detail that the 
newspapers probably would not have printed 
the story anyhow, because “most Japanese and 
many occupation authorities consider the abdi- 
cation issue dead.” And, crowning touch of the 
affair, most Japanese newspapers have told their 
readers that Kido’s testimony cleared the Em- 
peror of war guilt. Actually, says Brines, he 
had “intimated that the Emperor could have 
halted the war much earlier by strong use of 
his powers.” 

How firm is the highly touted new Japanese 
democracy if tender Nipponese minds cannot en- 
joy the fundamental first right to full and ac- 
curate information? 
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Richard Strauss in Albert Hall 


Eighty-three-year-old Richard Strauss conduct- 
ing in Albert Hall, across from Hyde Park, Lon- 
don—this picture is a truly moving one.

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As to Handbags for Men 


The Fashion Foundation -of America is up 
against a serious obstacle in its campaign to 
persuade men to carry handbags, Too many men 
have seen women trying to get a coin out of a 
handbag. 

The operation is usually performed at the coin 
box on a streetcar, at the box office of a movie 
theater, or some similar place. It can be per- 
formed, however, at any place where large num- 
bers of*people are waiting in line. 

The handbag-owner opens the bag, puts her 
face almost inside it, and rakes around furiously 
among the contents, which consist of a compact, 
a lipstick, a comb, several pieces of kleenex, 
cigarettes, matches, old photographs, postage, a 
memo pad, a nail file, newspaper clippings, an 
eyelash curler; a fountain pen, sunglasses, read- 
ing glasses, needle and thread, hairpins, ‘nail 
polish, nail white pencil, perfume, keys, letters, 
and, at very long last, a coin purse. Usually some 
of the contents have to be extracted and laid 
on the counter before the coin purse actually 
comes to light. 

She extracts the coin purse, opens it, and 
takes from it, all too often, a still smaller purse, 
in which the coin actually rests. She removes 
the coin, gives it to the’cashier, closes the small 
coin purse, puts it in the large coin purse, closes 
that, puts the large coin purse into the handbag, 
picks up the other contents from the counter 
one by one and puts them into the handbag, and 
closes the bag. 

No, sir, men have found this distressing enough 
to watch, to say nothing of having it to do. 

We'll keep our change in our pockets, and 
we'll thank the Fashion Foundation of America 
to let it stay there. 
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| Discovery in Greece 

The discovery by the Griswold mission of $75,- 
000,000 worth of hidden supplies in Greek ware- 
houses is one more evidence of the corruption 
that prevailed in Athens before American per- 
suasion brought about a thorough shake-up of 
the cabinet. The goods were part of relief ship- 
ments to the stricken country from UNRRA and 
other sources. 

They had been held out of channels of dis- 


tribution to keep up inflated Greek prices, ac-: 


cording to-the American authorities. And this 
aid to profiteers is all the more scandalous be- 
cause by the time they were found, the com- 
modities—including medical supplies—had de- 
teriorated so badly that it is estimated only 
about $6,000,000 worth can still be used. 


Since the discovery resulted only from a pre- 
liminary inventory by the Greek Government 


and spot checks by the American mission, an . 


ugly fear arises that similar disclosures may be 
ahead. Mr. Griswold already has said that it 
“definitely affects” his future planning. The 
only consolation comes from a concurrent re- 
port by Joseph Alsop that the present Govern- 
ment is now co-operating in a vigorous drive 
against the grafting practices of its predecessor, 
and, of course, from the fact that at least

Lowdown on the Milk Business 


The Mirror

Dairying is a 3-billion-dollar industry dominated by few big com- 
bines, says magazine; profit margins’ 100 per cent above prewar, 
with consumption down; housewife gypped if dairies all charge 
same or if the store price is not 3 cents below home delivery,

If there are five in your family and if you 
conscientiously try to give them each a 
quart of milk a day—as nutritionists say 
you would be wise to do—then you are 
probably spending between $25 and $30 a 
month for milk. More than likely, however, 
you have given up trying to buy that much 
fresh milk. 

The number of families who have cut 
down on their fresh milk this year is so 
large that official government reports on 
the industry now speak of “the drop in 
fluid (fresh) milk consumption” and ac- 
count for it by “the tendency of fluid milk 
prices to remain near the high levels of 
1946.” 

Sometimes milk is referred to as a three- 
billion-dollar industry. Often it is com- 
pared to iron and steel rolling mills or to 
the automobile industry. Certainly, it is 
one of our most important industries, not 
only because milk is essential to children’s 
health, but also because it is our farmers’ 
most valuable single product. 


Dominating this basic food, atop the na- 
tional flow of milk that more than 3,000,000 
farmers take from the country’s 27,000,000 
cows, are a few men—officers of a hand- 
ful of great dairy-products corporations. 


A Giant Steps In 


In the days when milk was still a farm- 
er’s business} milk was sold cheaply during 
high-production times, or used up on the 
farm. As cities grew bigger and farther 
away from farms, it became necessary to 
haul milk longer distances, and as public 
health required pasteurization of milk, city 
plants sprang up. 

Instead of delivering their own milk, 
farmers began to sell to local middlemen— 
owners of city plants where milk was pas- 
teurized and from which it was distributed, 
And as new products were developed, farm- 
ers also began to sell the milk left over 
during the flush seasons to these plants 
for manufacturing ice cream, cheese, etc. 

In order to get in on the national mar- 
ket for milk by-products that had developed 
a holding company was organized in New 
York in 1923 to acquire control of local 
milk companies. This was the National 
Dairy Products Corporation. 

The company did not build plants, It 
acquired plants. Today, the number of 
plants it controls is close to 400, located in 
nearly every state in the Union. 


National Network 


The new corporation went after all kinds 
of milk companies. Generally, it did not 
change the names of the businesses it ac- 
quired. Kraft Foods Co. is, for example, 
a National Dairy subsidiary. So is the 
Sheffield Company in New York City; the 
Supplee-Wills-Jones Milk Co. in Philadel- 
phia; the Chestnut Farms-Chevy Chase Dai- 
ry Co, in Washington, D. C.; the Franklin 
Ice Cream Co. in Kansas City; the St. 
Louis Dairy in St. Louis, and so on. 


In spite of heavy promotion campaigns 
by the big dairy corporations, the per-capi- 
ta consumption of fluid milk did not in- 
crease, It was even lower in 1939 than it 


had been in 1924, before the big promotion 
started. The main reason was that fresh 


milk prices were kept high. 


Nearly everybody forgot that, although 
all the shouting was about fresh milk, only 


40 per cent of the milk which farmers sold 
actually went into fresh milk, while 60 per 
cent went into milk products. 

While these things were happening, farm- 
ers were still looking on the milk that they 
sold for manufacture into milk products 
as a surplus item—a drug on the market. 
What’s more, they still do. And as a re- 
sult, they sell it for less to the manufac- 
turer, 


Smaller Giants, Too 


National Dairy was not long the only 
giant in the business. It is still the biggest, 
but it has a sizable contender in the Bor- 
den company, which between 1928 and 1932 
acquired some 200 dairy enterprises in 
about 18 states. There are also a few lesser 


lights. Up until World War II the nation-— 


ally organized dairy companies were able 
to keep things on a pretty even keel. 


During the war Governmient controls pre- 
vented the dairy corporations from mani- 
pulating the price of fresh milk. Now Gov- 
ernment controls are off and the big dairy 
companies are heading back to “normal 
conditions,” one of which is a decrease in 
fluid-milk consumption. Hence today’s high 
fresh-milk prices, 


One of the first things a milk distributor 
does when citizens complain about fresh- 
milk prices is to reach for a black loose- 
leaf notebook on his desk and start read- 
ing off his costs. But the books are de- 
signed to throw as heavy costs as possible 
against the company’s fresh-milk opera- 
tions. This is easy to do when the firm 
handles millions of gallons of milk and 
makes several milk products as well as 
distributes fresh milk. 


Taking a Beating 


But even if you take this fiction of the 
high price paid the fartner for fluid milk 
and look at the difference between it and 
what the consumer pays, you will find an 
interesting fact about today’s milk prices. 
This difference is called in the business, the 
“distributor’s margin.” -Today, distribu- 
tors’ margins are close to double what they 
were before the war, and profits, after re- 
serves, have increased more than 100 per 
cent, 

How much should you pay for milk? (Na- 
tional Dairy Products earned 20 per cent 
on its investment in 1946.) This much is 
clear. You, as a fresh-milk consumer, are 
taking a beating on prices: 


1. If the price of milk sold in stores & 
not at least 3 cents below the price of 
home-delivered milk. 

2. If every distributer of milk, regardless 
of size or efficiency, sells milk at the same 
price, 

Until the public shakes itself loose from 
the big milk managers who are playing 
with its health and well-being, we shall 


continue to have high milk prices and 
rickety children.

We, the Conquerors! 
a By Hens Habe, (The Viking Press, New

When at the start of the war, Peter 
Olden, the protagonist of Hans Habe's 
novel, entered the OSS, he had lived in 
America for 13 years. Born in Duesseldorf 
on the Rhine, he knew the German lan- 
guage and German psychology intimately. 
Courageous, intelligent, he rose rapidly in 
the United States Army. ; 

At the end of the war, Capt. Olden knew 
his job wasn’t finished. Nazism was by no 
means dead. Although for many Ameri- 
cans Germany already had ceased to be an 
interesting topic before the Nuernberg 
trials, Peter Olden and his friend,’ Maj. 
Stroud of Spokane, realized that the evil 
of Hitlerism was like a cancer; even after 


-@ successful, drastic operation of the di- 


seased parts it might appear somewhere 
else in a more malignant form, 

Peter Olden and Jon Stroud stayed on 
while most soldiers started the rush for 
home, for an America which—as Habe con- 
veys skillfully—was bound to disappoint 
them because they had built it up too 
much in their daydreams. Peter takes on 
a few special assignments, among them 
the task of capturing a Nazi criminal, the 


* “last man to have seen Hitler alive.” 
7 * . 


Maj. Stroud directs an experimental PW 
camp where he tries to re-educate former 
Wehrmacht members. Each falls in love 
with a European woman. Peter is already 
married, and much of the book is devoted 
to his fight to obtain a divorce, and to his 
love affair with Maria. 

The book ends as Peter decides to re- 
main in Germany to help rebuild it. Maj. 
Stroud, disillusioned, returns to Spokane, 
his wife and his children. 

It becomes clear, early in the novel, that 
Habe deserts what might have been his 
main theme to write just another love 
story. This is a pity, for his fluency, 
craftsmanship and adroitness show up best 
in all scenes dealing with political reall- 
ties—in the description of a Germany that 
would neither accept nor understand de- 
feat, in his discussion of the insoluble 
problems that confront our occupation 
forces. 

In a way Habe has stacked the cards 
against himself. By presenting Peter's 
wife as rich, spoiled, cold, pretentious, and 
by idealizing Maria (there’s nobody who 
isn’t charmed by her), he has written the 
familiar story of a man torn between two 
women. The love scenes are frequently 
overdone; and though they might be pleas- 
antly shocking to some, others might find 
their lushness rather conventional.

Emphasis on Research. 


The claim within the Govern- 
ment, however, is that all pos- 
sible resources must be allocated 
to research and new development.

That is the rea] meaning of the 
cuts in the British Navy.

Lord 
Montgomery, chief of the Imperial 
General Staff, is engaged in cut- 
ting the force to approximately 
200,000, which was the prewar 
strength of the Army. 


Up to U.S. 


British forces are still extended 
in various parts of the world to 
a strength three to four times 
that which can be sustained in 
peace. They must be removed as 
the cuts are made. This will put 
responsibility squarely up to the 
United States. 

All British forces are to be re- 
moved from Palestine in coming 
months. The controversy before 
the United Nations on Palestine’s 
future can delay the evacuation, | 
but not for long. 

Departure of the British forces 
will leave a significant. vacuum 
in the Near East. Some top Brit- 
ish policy-makers take a gloomy 


view of what may happen after 
the vacuum is created. They go 
so far as to say that Palestine 
will become a Communist state. 
At the same time, they are aware 
of the important stake in Near 
East oi] being developed by Amer- 
ican firms. That oil is considered 
essential to the operation of the 
United States Navy in the Near 
East and Far East. That is why 
every sign of American action or 
inaction on Palestine and the 


| Near East is being watched so 


closely here, 


|Not Enough Dollars. 


Montgomery has received an Op- 
erational order to remove British 
troops from Greece. Only a small 
force is left there but removal of 
this token army would cause an 
upheaval in Greece, with reper- 
cussions throughout the Balkans. 
The order can, of course, be 
countermanded from the highest 
level. ‘ 
The sharpest issue of the mo- 
ment is over the payment for 
British troops occupying Germany. 
The British have told Gen. Clay, 
American Military Governor, that 
it’s impossible to continue paying 
for their occupying army in dol- 
lars or in sterling convertible into 
dollars. The reply is that Britain 
made a firm agreement to provide 
$320,000,000 yearly for an occupy- 
ing force. 

The likeliest outcome is a com- 
promise under which the British 
would pay down a final lump sum 
for current costs with the under- 
standing that no further payments 
would be possible. The cost of the 
British occupying army is nearly 
one-fifth of Britain’s two-billion 
deficit of dollars. 


On Congress’ Doorstep. 


This is still another child of 
trouble that Congress will find on 
its doorstep. It is almost:as urgent 
as relief for Europe. 

While there is a realistic aware- 
ness here of what Britain faces, 
there is none of the hysteria such 
as is spread in the United States 
by cheap’ sensation -mongers. 
Those best informed through 
worldwide intelligence, both pub- 
lic and confidential, do not believe 
in the imminence of war, Top of- 
ficials, military and civilian, be- 
lieve Russia does not want war. 
In fact, beneath all the bluster of 
words, the signs point in exactly 
the opposite direction. 

It is for the longer future that 

Britain is trying to prepare, by 
strengthening her economy and 
basing her armed forces on a 
sound structure which will be 
capable of maintaining maximum 
security measures without undue 
strain. Whether that will be pos- 
ible, no one can say, so grave is 
the position into which this coun- 
try has come. But at least that is 
the reasonable and realistic ob- 
jective at which responsible men 
are aiming.

Socialist Planning and Civil Liberties 


S$ democratic socialism possible? 
being tested in Great Britain. 


This is the most important issue 
For whereas the basic trend in 


France and Belgium and The Netherlands is probably away from 
planning, in Britain the Government is proceeding toward ever more 


restrictions. 


Some of these, like the national- 
{ization of the coal mines, do not 
cut into essential civil liberties. 
This can not, however, be said 
about the “negative allocation of 
labon” I say “negative” because 
-—as practiced in Great Britain— 
control of labor does not give the 
Government the right to drag a 
persons out of one job and thrust 
him into another against his will. 
According to my friend, Francis 
Williams, Prime Minister Attlee’s 
able public relation adviser (New 
York Times Magazine, Oct. 19), 
the situation is as follows: 

“There is control of labor. Any 
worker changing his job must go 
to the local office of the Minister 
of Labor” (approximately as in 
the Soviet Union, say I) “and can 
only take a new job as approved 
by the ministry as in an essential 
industry. 

“Management can only hire 
workers through the local office 
of the Ministry of Labor, They 
are not allowed to take a new 
worker unless the work for which 
they want him is approved as es- 
sential.” 

Directed Labor. 

Thus, in Great Britain, a man or 
woman is not free to work at 
what he or she prefers. 

This is the sort of thing that 
Minnesotans like ex-Governor 
Stassen and Senator Ball have in 
mind when they urge us to with- 
hold help from countries embarked 
on socialism. For they believe that 
‘once started on this road, there 
is no stopping short of totalitarian 
terror. They know that British 
Labor leaders want to preserve 
basic liberties. They believe that 
this is impossible under socialism 
of any advanced type. 

Frederick Kuh, well informed 
and thoughtful London correspon- 
dent of the Marshall Field news- 
papers, has just attacked ex- 
Governor Stassen for opposing 
European socialism. For by such 
open interference in European 
domestic affairs, the American 
senor candidate is — Mr. 

uh - sigan, som fg 4 the Soviet 
Union's opposition to the Mar- 
shall plan. Mr. Kuh rightly in- 
sists that a proportion of 
Europeans consider that socialism 


is “progress.” 

Now in point of fact, nobody 
yet knows whether socialism is 
“progress” or “reaction.” That wil 
depend upon whether it can give 
whole peoples a better material 
living and more spiritual satisfac- 
tion than they enjoyed before. 


The Right of the Giver. 


The important question for 
Americans is, however, not 
whether the British like their so- 
cialism. The question is whether 
the British are building a type of 
regime which Americans wish to 
support. Granting or withholding 
such support i; as much our 
privilege as it is a British privi- 
lege to embark on social experi- 
ments. 

In other words, if Stassen and 
Ball are right and Britain is in- 
evitably heading for Soviet-type 
Communism, we should be foolish 
to waste 10 cents on anything be- 
yond Christian charity. 

If, however — as Labor party 
people like Francis Williams in- 
sist—the British intend to pre- 
serve their civil liberties, then 
failure to support them as our 
natural allies in the political 
struggle provoked by Russia 
would be fatal foolishness. 


“Stassen, Ball Are Wrong.” 


I do not know whether ad- 
vanced socialism inevitably leads 
to Communist terror, But in my 
view, if it does, the British will 
give up socialism and keep their 
basic liberties. Therefore I feel 
that Stassen and Ball are wrong 
and Francig Williams is right. 

Britishers insist that their real 
aims are hidden by the fact that 
many of the controls which look 
like steps toward totalitarianism 
are not part of democratic social- 
ism but are urgency measures 
rendered necessary by the postwar 
crisis. They insist that British So- 
cialists will never accept the per- 
manent eclipse of civil liberties. 

But the position of those of us 
who upheld all-out aid to Britain 
in this country would be strength- 
ened if the British leaders would 
tell the world just which of their 
‘controls they intend to abolish 
once Britain has again become 
prosperous.

An “Alice in Wonderlandish” sit- 
uation in the Union of South Af- 
rica, where some industrial] firms 
have been called communistic and 
almost all labor unions have been 
hailed as champions of a conserva- 
tive way of life, was pictured to- 
day by Mrs. Natalie Lester, a vis- 
itor to St. Louis from South 
Africa. 


Mrs. Lester, personnel manager 
of the Mayfield Manufacturing Co, 
of Johannesburg, said the name- 
calling has come about because of 
opposite stands the firms and the 
» | unions have taken on the question 
|of whether more economic rights 
~ |should be granted South Africa's 
~ | 9,000,000 Negroes and Asiatics, who 
live in abject poverty, by the coun- 
try’s 2,000,000 law-making citizens 
of European descent. 

“The firms have learned some of 
the lessons of this war and know 
all peoples’ fates are determined 
by the fortunes of any of them, 
whereas the unions, intent on 
keeping an outmoded security, 
continue to bar persons of non- 
European descent from union 
membership,” she said. “Since 
South Africa—the white part of it, 
at least-+is almost completely un- 
ionized, the bar is equal, practi- 
cally, to a complete limitation of 
job opportunity outside of domes- 
tic service and the most menial 
labor.” 


Mrs. Lester said her firm is in 
the thick of the controversy. Em- 
ployers of about 150 white women 
in the making of women’s gar- 
ments who have a closed-shop un- 
ion contract with the company, 
the company has not succeeded in 
persuading the union to accept 
Negro members, but nevertheless 
has inaugurated modern manage- 
ment-labor techniques for all em- 
ployes, including Negroes.

50 Years in Industry. 

Lord Hyndley has spent almost 

50 years in the cokl industry, dur- 


ing the last 30 of which he worked 


with the Governments in execu- 
tive or advisory capacities. He 
acknowledges that he does not 
have complete answer for these 
abnormal times of international 
economic crises, 


He said that his immediate prob- 
lem was to get more workers into 
the mines. He will be aided in 
this by the “Control of Engage- 
ments Order,” which became ef- 
fective Oct. 6. This sweeping 
law gives the highest priority to 
mining and agriculture in the dif- 
recting of men and materials, in- 
cluding housing, to these absolute- 
ly essential industries. It has not 
been in operation long enough to 
have any appreciable effect on the 
directing of the unemployed to the 
mines. 

In 1913 the United Kingdom pro- 
duced 287,000,000 tons of-coal, ex- 

94,000,000 tons and employed 
1,107,000 workers. In 1938, the 
country produced 227,000,000 tons, 
exported . 46,000,000 and employed 
782,000 workers, When the Coal 
Board took over on Jan. 1, 1947, 
the number of employed workers 
had dropped to 692,000, the low- 
est in 50 years. “Targets,” of 
200,000,000 tons and 730,000 work- 
ers were set for 1947. Demo- 
bilization and the change over 
from war to e time produc- 
tion in other industries brought up 
the employment figures for a 
while but they have been gradual- 
ly decreasing since August. The 
latest manpower figure is around 
715,000. 

Short and Long Range Pians. 

“There are two programs,” Lord 
Hyndley told us, “the short and 
the long range. We are counting 
on the ‘direction’ of some of the 
unemployed, which runs around 
200,000 a month, to the mines but 
it will take time to train them. 
At present we have about 9000 
Polish workers and we are hoping 
to get 6000 more.” 


He was referring to the 50,000 
Polish refugees in this country 
who do not want to return to their 
native land because of the Rus- 
sian influences there. He indi- 
cated that the Poles who refused 
to go to the mines would be told 
they would have to go back to 
Poland. For many that would be 
an effective prod. 

“Will your British miners work 
alongside the Poles?” I asked. 

He replied that at first there 
had been some trouble; Britain, 
unlike the United -States is not 
used to foreign workers. 

“We found, however, that if we 
gent a Coal Board representative 
along with a trade union spokes- 
man to explain to local] miners the 
need for increased production,” he 
said, “we were successful 90 per 
cent of the time.

Only a few 
other industries have the five-day 
week. Production during the five 
days has increased about 8 per 
cent over last year when fewer 
men were employed. Output per 
man shift has increased also, 
from 1.08 tons per man to 1.10 
tons. 

If a miner works five consecu- 
tive days, he is paid for the sixth 
day as a bonus. If he works that 
sixth day he gets an additional 
time and a third. Very few work 
that shift. In fact, many are not 
working consecutive five days,

“What incentive to harder work 
can you offer?” he was asked. 

“We are offering some,” he re- 
plied. “There is the five-day week 
at high pay. The miner ranks 
fourth in industrial wages. The 
recent Government orders give the 
highest priority for miners’ homes. 
We are setting up industrial coun- 
cils so that the miners may help 
in improving living and working 
conditions. We have appealed to 
their team spirit, and we have 
tried to drive home to them the 
urgency of the present crisis.” 

“But you are still losing 1000 
miners a week and the absentee- 
ism has not gone down,” I ob- 
served. 

“That is true,” he replied, “but 
you must remember that we are 
just starting a new and enormous 
undertaking. We believe that we 
can increase the efficiency of the 
mines and the miners. We have 
made a start. The miners remem- 
ber the conditions in some of the 
old mines and are, perhaps, sus- 
picious. The same management is 
carrying on in most of the mines. 
These are on trial. Sqme of the 
miners expected new managers. 
Where would we have got them? 

“We had a very hard winter last 
year. Now we have a dollar 
shortage that forces us to export 
the goods so badly needed at 
home. We must have a short 
range program before the long 
range an@ yet not let the short 
range interfere with the long 
range. We have plans to spend

“Some equipment, ball and frol- 
ler bearings, belting for conveyor 
belts and motors are the principal 
items.

Lord Hyndley was a coal and 
shipping tycoon before the war, 
As such he was a director of the 
Bank of England before it was 
nationalized.

“It was a logical development. 
In 1942 when I was a Controller 
General of the Ministry of Fuel 
and Power I drafted a nationali- 
zation plan for the coal industry, 
which provided for 10 regional 
coal boards and a co-ordination of 
the industry. It was not adopted 
but it would have paved the way 
and given us experience for the 
present nationalization with its 
eight divisions, 49 areas and so on. 
Private management was so di- 
verse and inefficient that we could 
not have gone on with it under 
present conditions. My plan would 
have been the first step. 

Lord Hyndley has been con- 
nected with the coal industry all 
his life. Christened John Scott 
Hindley, he was the son of a well- 
to-do parson and was educated at 
Weymouth College. He was at- 
tracted to the coal industry but 
started in the selling rather than 
the production end. He spent a 
short time in production as an ob- 
server and learned there for the 
first time what a payday was. 

In World War I he was a mem- 
ber of the Coal Controller's Ex- 
port rent Committee and lat- 
er became Commercial Advisory 
to the Mines Department, a posi- 
tion he held until 1938. This took 
only a part of his time. The rest 
he devoted to his private mining 
and shipping business. He was 
knighted in 1921 and was raised to 
the peerage in 1931, when as a 
baron, he took his present title. 

He became a director of the 
Bank of England, one of the high- 
est financial honors in Britain, 
and was managing director of 
Powell Duffryn Ltd., one of the 
largest mining and shipping com- 
panies in the world. He was a 
director of other large enterprises. 

When World War II broke out 
he resumed his old official posi- 
tion of Commercial Adviser to the 
Mines Department and in 1942-43 
was the Department’s Controller 
General. Subsequently he was 
chairman of the London Coal

bled out of the nose wheel and 
side doors of a B-29 and into the 
glare of headlamps from a wait- 
ing jeep and truck. 

It was 3:30 a.m. and the North- 
ern Lights flared above them like 
a broad white ruffle across the 
arch of the sky. They were just 
down from the North Pole. 

It was the end of the longest 
flight yet for the men of the 
United States Air Force’s 59th 
Weather Reconnaissance Squad- 
ron, the outfit whose headquar- 
ters sign proclaims, “we chart 


your weather,” and lists among 
its achievements the weather 
work for the atom bomb explo- 
sion at Bikini. 

Seventeen hours and 3763 stat- 
ute miles earlier, the silver-hulled 
plane with flame red wingtips 
and a huge “W” on its red, barn- 
high tail, had taken off from the 
same field to scout the weather 
between Fairbanks and the Pole. 

Ready For Engine Failure, 

Its bomb bay jammed with 
emergency equipment and “armed 
for salvo” so the stuff could be 
dumped if an engine failed on 
take-off, the plane’s four-bladed 
propellers had pulled its 65 tons 
slowly into the sky to begin an- 
other of the flights that now are 
made three times a week. 

Some call it “routine,” but the 
tenseness that underlies the oc- 
casional wisecracks in the brief- 
ing room is inescapable, It is just 
a little quieter in the mess hall 
when a plane is aloft. Its safe 
return depends on navigation 
and its four 2000-horsepower en- 
gines. The ice has been there a 
long time. 

Lt. Col. Karl T. Rauk, 34 years 
old, of La Crosse, Wis., command- 
er of the 59th, led the first polar 
weather flight March 17 this year. 
They’ve been at jit ever since, 
while “B” flight of the same 
squadron makes almost daily 
wave-skimming runs over 2300 
miles of ocean between Elmendorf 
Field, Anchorage, and Fairfield- 
Suisun Field, near San Francisco. 

The flights are named for birds. 
This is “Ptarmigan,” the flight 
named for the Alaskan game bird 
that looks something like a quail 
but is as big as fryer chicken, 


First Traversing of Route. 


The trip just completed was a 
little beyond “routine” because 
it was the first time over a new 
and longer route Lt. Donald H. 
Sherr, 27, Los Angeles, one of the 
three navigators, tells about the 
trip. Previous flights went from 
Ladd Field northwest to Point 
Barrow and on to the Pole. Re- 
turn was over the same route. 

This one started off to the north- 

east, past Aklavik in the Yukon 
territory and Prince Patrick island 
in the Beaufort Sea, Return was 
over Point Barrow, making the 
course a huge rough diamond on 
the 15-foot map in the briefing 
room, 
The pup, Yukon, two months 
old,’ belongs to Lt. Warren H. 
Ransler, 27, Syracuse, N.Y., radar 
officer. 

“Prince Patrick,” said Sherr, 
“was blotted out by clouds, but 
from there to the Pole it was beau- 


tiful,

The sky was mostly clear and we 
could easily see the broken ice. 
There were many fresh leads or 
cracks. It was like a huge white 
jigsaw puzzle. 
“As we made our runover, Lt. 
Ransler woke up the pup and put 
him in the plastic nose so he could 
see the Pole. He seemed more 
scared than impressed, and glad to 
get back in the sack. 
“Everyone was pretty worn out 
by then, but it was a good feeling 
to be heading home. Finally we 
passed the coastline and everyone 
relaxed and ate. 

The weather at the Pole? 
Weather officer Lt. George Fleisch- 
man Jr., 24, Long Beach, Calif., 
summarizes:

Cripps Also Announces 
Bar on Tobacco From 


U.S., New Cuts in Food 
Imports. 


LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP)—Sir 
Stafford Cripps, Minister ot Eco- 
nomic Affairs, served notice today 
that Britain immediately must cut 
expenditures on housing, factory 
construction and new capital ma- 
chinery by $800,000,000 a year to 
help ease a deepening economic 
crisis. 

He announced also the barring 
of tobacco imports from the Unit- 
ed States and new cuts in food 
imports declared Britain would 
sacrifice some imperial preference 
in exchange for lower United 
States tariffs. He said the Brit- 
ish immediately must decide to 
import less from the United 
States and export more goods to 
fend off collapse. 

Situation on Food. 

YThere must be some immediate 
further reduction of our dollar ex- 
penditures upon food which, if we 
cannot replace it elsewhere, will 
with other changes reduce our 
standard to just below 2700 calo- 
ries a day, which though highly 
unpleasant, certainly should not 
be disastrous,” Cripps said. The 
cut would amount to about 7 per 
cent of present food intake. 

The caloric reduction, Cripps 
said, would make possible a sav- 
ing of about $264,000,000 a year. 

The minister said Britons hence- 
forth will get eight ounces of 
sugar per person a week, com- 
pared with the present ration of 
10 ounces, and one ounce of bacon 
a week, compared with the ration 
of two ounces maintained until 
two weeks ago. 

The meat ration, he added, will 
remain at 20 cents worth a week. 

“If our economy and that of 
Europe should collapse,” he said, 
“our democracy in all probability 
will collapse too and will disap- 
pear, and with it will go the last 


civilization in Europe. 

“Can we discipline ourselves to 
the task before us or are we g0- 
ing to invite the harsh discipline 
of events to impose some tragic 
solution upon us?” 

More Austerity Forecast. 

Cripps said the Labor Govern- 
ment expected to balance its over- 
seas accounts by the end of 1948. 

Reviewing the nation’s critical 
economic position in a statement 
in the House of Commons, the 
new economics boss forecast more 
austerity for the British people 
with the assertion that “capital 
expenditures must be cut immedi-

ARABS EXPECTED TO START 
| GUERRILLA WARFARE ON JEWS 


Correspondent Says They Have No Slightest 


Doubt They Will Triumph in 
Long Run.

JERUSALEM, Oct. 23 — With 
the help of Allah, the righteous 
cause of Islam will be defended. 
Millions of Arabs may perish in 
that service and centuries may 
pass in its accomplishment, but re- 
venge is sweet no matter how long 
delayed. 

This Arab attitude toward the 
creation of a Jewish state in Pal- 
estine, a mixture of fatalism, 
childish boasts and grim deter- 


‘mination, has been freely ex- 


pressed to me by numerous Arab 
leaders with whom I have talked, 
in their native tongue, in the last 


few days. One of them just re- 
cently returned from the Arab 


league meeting at Aley in Leba-' 


non. 


Aley is being kept a close secret. 
But one thing is clear. The Arabs 
hold no slightest doubt that in the 
long run they can overcome the 
Jews, 

The how is Allah's secret, But I 
for one am convinced, after my 
conversations here, that, at least 
to begin with, Arab action will 
take the form of guerrilla warfare. 
The Arab kir. .’ economic inter- 
ests are interwoven with the west- 
ern democracies and they have 
great respect for their military 
strength, but they also know that 
sons of the desert have a distinct 
advantage over Jewish settlers if 
they choose a harassing war of 
ambush, 


Story of the Crusades. 


The latest slogan of Arab prop- 
agandists is the story of the Cru- 
sades. It took a century for the 
Arab caliphs and sultans to over- 
run the Christian states estab- 
lished in the Holy Land by the 
European’ kings. The coming 
campaign against the Jews will 
have the same nature. 


The Arab leaders now consider 
the creation of a Jewish state as 
good as decided on, But that, 
they say, is‘only the first round in 
the fight in which right will fi- 
nally triumph. They are inclined 
toward no compromise, remaining 
stubbornly, pathetically and some- 
what terrifyingly determined that 
Jewish immigration to the Holy 
Land shall end. 


All the Arabs I have seen here 
have emphasized that they bear 
no grudge against the American 
people as a whole, because of the 
pro-Jewish attitude of the United 
States, but only against the Wash- 
ington Administration. 


However, Arab intolerance took 
a concrete form when two Ameri- 
can correspondents were refused 
visas to attend the first elections 
to be held in Trans-Jordan, al- 
though so far King Abdullah’s 
domain is still open to American 
visitors generally, 


Arab leaders said they would 
not see former American vice 
president Henry Wallace unless

to the forthcoming Jewish state. 
If left alone Palestinian Arabs 
will not attack, they declare. The 
point, of course, is that Arabs 
here will not be left alone. And 
they will be fully supplied and 
reinforced by neighboring Islamic 
states. 

Despite this Jewish agency ver- 
bal optimism, the Jewish settle- 
ments along Palestine’s eastern 
boundaries are now being pre- 
pared to stand siege and 60,000 
troops of the Haganah (the agen- 
cy’s semi-ofticial army) are train- 
ing actively if clandestinely. 

As I left the home of a great 
Arab executive here I was given 


a picture of Saladin, conqueror of 


the Holy Land. The picture shows 
the sultan freeing Christian 
monks, knights and their ladies 
and wishing them Godspeed to 
their native land, 


“When I remarked that the 
Grand Mufti’s wartime support of 
Nazi secret Police Chief Himm- 
ler’s anti-Semitism had shown 
little of Saladin’s generosity, my 
host smilingly remarked: 

“The Arabs are noteworthy for 
their generosity to the defeated.”

Cubs and 
‘White Sox 
Set Pace 


-+NEW YORK, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
Old age has crept up on so many 
major league clubs that baseball 
is getting set for its most thorough 
housecleaning job in years. Much 


of the over-age talent is slated for 
the scrap heap before the 16 clubs 
start spring training March 1. 

Many big names of yesteryear 
have learned the hard way that 
creaking arms no longer retain 
their old buggywhip snap. Aching 
leg muscles have lost that vital 
step that means the difference 
between a base hit and another 
out. What is more important, the 
owners are making the same dis- 
coveries. They are doing some- 
thing about it. 

Despite the success of such old- 
sters as Hugh Casey and Cookie 
Lavagetto in the world series, 
baseball is leaning more heavily 
each: year on younger men. It’s 
probable the Dodgers were the 
youngest club ever to play in a 
world series, and they may be 
even younger in 1948. 

The “youth movement” definite- 
ly is in full swing in Brooklyn, 
Cincinnati and Philadelphia. In 
fact, the Chicago White Sox, last 
ef the “stand-pat” crowd also are 
undergoing changes that will 
shake out most of the dead wood. 

Wind Blows Hard in Chicago. 

Since the end of the season, the 
White Sox have released Lefty 
Thornton Lee, the cunning south- 
paw who used to be one of the best 
in the American League. He still 
can do his stuff but each year he 
needs more rest between starts. 
Likewise the Sox have cut loose 
Red Ruffing, who failed to show 
many traces of his old New York 
Yankee form in a few starts for 


Chicago. 

Ruffing, incidentally, pitched 
batting practice for the Yanks 
several times during the series and 
is reported headed for a scouting 
or farm system job in the New 
York organization now that Larry 
MacPhail has left the premises. 
The Yanks released Ruffing a 
year ago when they also sliced off 
Bill Dickey. :

BERKELEY, Calif, Oct. 28 
(AP)—The West Coast’s first foot- 
ball gigantic of the season be- 
tween unbeaten, once tied Southern 
California and University of Cali- 
fornia, still with an unblemished 
record, was shaping up today for 
a thumping climax here Saturday. 

Coast Conference championship 
hopes and representation in the 
Rose Bowl will be at stake al- 
though both teams must yet meet 
the title defender, University of 
California at Los Angeles. With 
such important matters hinging 
on the outcome, a capacity crowd 
of 79,289 was assured. The game 
was sold out last week and the 
only available tickets were in the 
hands of speculators, now asking 
prices up to $45 a pair. 

The Southern California Tro- 


enthusiasts say is their greatest 
team since 1939 Rose Bowl club, 
were 10-7 favorites today to hand 
the best California squad in a dec- 
ade its initial setback. In win- 
ning four games this season, Jeff 
Cravath’s Trojans have permitted 
only two touchdowns to be scored 
against them. Both were made 
on the ground, by Rice and Ore- 
gon State, Rice, in its 7-7 tle, 
put on the only concerted drive 
against U.S.C,, a 65-yard march to 
touchdown. 

California’s Bears, rejuvenated 
under the coaching of Lynn Wal- 
dorf, have flattened five rivals 
but the opposition in general has 
been weaker than Southern Cali- 
fornia’s.

Alternate linemen do not measure 
up to the regulars, 

California can field two lines 
of practically equal ability, one 
averaging 210 pounds, the other 
208. The Bear backfielders as a 
whole are less spectacular than 
the Trojans but California’s of- 
fensive record for the season is 
superior to Southern California’s. 
Defensively, U.S.C. holds the edge 
at present. 

Fair weather was hoped for by 
the rival coaches but each team 
is equipped by manpower and 
plays to operate effectively on a 
fast or slow field.

BREATHING AIR that contains 
only one part of carbon monoxide 
in a thousand parts of air for a 
short while will cause the pecu- 
liar tight headache and other 
symptoms; if the air contains two 
parts of carbon monoxide in a 
thousand it becomes dangerous. 
A small child is more quickly 
overcome than a larger person. 
Small animals such as mice, 
birds; canaries, kittens or pup- 
ples May succumb before an adult 
in the same room becomes aware 
of the danger. 

Breathing only a few breaths 


’ of air containing one part of car- 
-’on monoxide in 100 parts of air 


is fatal. 

Year after year fatalities from 
carbon monoxide asphyxia or 
anoxia occur from the dangerous 
practice of using a portable heat- 
er (burning any kind of fuel) in 
@ small room such as a bathroom 
without proper flue connection 
with the outdoors or even an op- 
en window for ventilation,

ANOTHER FREQUENT cause 
of fatal carbon monoxide asphyxia 
is the use of gas burners either 
for heating or for cooking without 
stovepipe flue connection or at 
least some special provision for 
carrying the combustion prod- 
ucts out of the house. If no 
better means is available, at least 
thorough ventilation through op- 
en door or window should always 
be used while the fuel is burning. 

As a preventive measure 
against carbon monoxide asphyx- 
jation in the night, one should in- 
variably have the bedroom win- 
dow open. If the open window 
admits too much rain, snow, wind 
or cold, use a screen, either the 
ordinary wire screen or a full 
sash screen made of unbleached 
muslin—this may keep the air 
fresh all winter without admitting 
cold, rain, snow, wind or dust. 
People in ‘heated apartments will 
find such a screened open window 
— night favors restful sleep,

NEW YORK, Oct, 23. 
S I listened the other day to 
Soviet Delegate Andrei Y. Vi- 
shinsky’s speech in the Gen- 
eral Assembly against the United 
States resolution to set. up a pc.- 
manent Balkan committee, I could 
not help being impressed first of 
all with the manner in which this 
very able prosecyting attorney 
speaks in the United Nations. Sud- 
denly you feel that you are in a 
court room and that he is deliver- 
ing the indictment against the de- 
fendant. His use of adjectives 
and similes is somewhat redund- 
ant but decidedly picturesque. 
He started his case by discredit- 


ding all of the witnesses for the 


other side—which is, of course, a 
valuable trick of lawyers. Then 
he made it appear that any one 
who did not agree with him must 
have been “a child born blind.” 

The only thing Mr. Vishinsky 
really lacks is a knowledge of the 
psychology of the people of the 
United States, who in this case 
are the judges of their delegates’ 
position. The people of this 
country are anxious to co-operate 
with the U.S.S.R., as is shown 
by the fact that our representa- 
tives do all they can to bring 
about co-operation. But _ithis 
speech of Mr. Vishinsky’s de- 
stroyed the belief of our people 
that conciliation is either wise or 
possible in dealing with the rep- 
resentatives of the government 
of the U.8.8.R., 

We had agreed to certain modi- 
fications of our original resolution 
—not because, as Mr. Vishinsky 


said, we were convinced that we 


were wrong, but because other na- 
tions felt that the wording was 
somewhat harsh and that we 
could achieve the same ends with- 
out putting certain nations under 
outright accusations, as we had 
originally done, Being more than 
willing to co-operate, we agreed, 
But instead of understanding our 
actions, Mr. Vishinsky attacked us 
for having taken a position orig- 
inally which, according to him we 
really did not believe in. . 

So our gesture of good will was 
misunderstood, And we learned a 
lesson which perhaps Mr. Vishin- 
sky did not mean to teach us— 
namely, that no modification 
should ever be made in a position 
once taken; that no conciliation 
should ever be attempted: and 
that, since the U.S.S.R. is unable to 
ever modify its position, it looks 
upon anyone else who makes a 
modification as doing so purely 
from weakness and a feeling of 
guilt. We have learned our les- 
son well, but from my point of 
view it is unfortunate, because 
it will mean more votes against 
tme U.S.S.R. and a greater antag- 
onistic feeling. 

I suppose it would not be pos- 
sible for Moscow to give its rep- 
resentatives sufficient leeway so 
that wordings and minor posi- 
tions might sometimes be 
changed. If this could be done, 
it might lead occasionally to 
agreement instead of these con- 
stant long-drawn-out battles in 
which the only solution is to vote 
your opponent down.

HARLOTTE GREENWOOD, 

whose name will probably al- 

ways be synonymous with the 
long, lean, leggy Letty character 
she portrayed on stage and screen, 
can feel that she has finally left 
her legs behind her. Not literally, 
of course. As Mama in “I Re- 
member Mama,” now at the Amer- 
ican Theater, she still has her legs 
with her, but they are covered 
with voluminous skirts, and it is 
the inherent actress, not the ap- 
parent limb, that puts over her 
performance, 

“This has been called my first 
departure into straight roles, 
though that isn’t quite true,” 
Miss Greenwood said. Out of 
character, a sleek, chic blond, in 
a.handsome black Adrian dress 
and gold jewelry, she was relaxing 
in a flower bedecked hotel suite 
and reading the flattering reviews 
of her portrayal of the principal 
figure in the stage version of 
Kathryn Forbes’s book, “Mama’s 
Bank Account.” 

“My departure really began 
when I played Abby in ‘the Late 
Christopher Bean.’ Since then 
I've played ‘Post Road,’ and in 
the movie, ‘Home in Indiana,’ and 
a new one, ‘Driftwood,’ a title 
which I think is funny. Imagine— 
Greenwood in ‘Driftwood.’ In each 
of those I’ve done an entirely dif- 
ferent characterization, so now I 
suppose I’m being taken seriously.” 

This smart change of character 
in mid-stream is not particularly 
surprising in an actress who has 
always taken the shortest distance 
between two points toward suc- 
cess. A veteran actress who 
looks so young that she doesn’t 
mind being called a “veteran,” she 
began the first phase of her career 
37 years ago as a chorus girl in a 
Ned Wayburn show. 


Even then her thin, slim limbs 
attracted attention. The story is 
told that she was fitted out with 
“symmetricals,” tights with built- 
in curves, which were quite effec- 
tive as far as they went. On the 
Greenwood legs they didn’t go 
quite far enough, with the result 


that Wayburn took one look at 
the line-up, got as far as Char- 
lotte, and said, “What the hell is 
that?”

“St. Louis is an important place 
to me,” she said, “because it was 
the first town I ever opened in a 
play of my own.

I worked my- 
self into it, and from the time it 
played here, it began to be a suc- 
cess.”

Five Ways to Get Acquainted

R. L. is “alone in a great 
city.” He wants to make 
some acquaintances—especial- 
ly with persons of the other sex. 
How will he go about it? I put 
this question to a group of young 
men. They compared notes and 
astonishéd me with their reply: 
“To the public library.” 


Their argument was plausible. 
If you want to meet girls, go 
where girls are. There are lots of 
them around a library. Moreover, 
it’s a quiet place—people aren't 
merely hurrying through; and it’s 
particularly easy to open a con- 
versation because you can nearly 
always find some natural question 
to ask, about the books. 

In case librarians do not en- 
courage this particular public serv- 
ice, what else can we suggest to 
Mr. L.? Every large city has var- 
ious organizations attempting to 
meet this need for acquaintance. 
They fall into four groups: 

1. Open meetings, not limited as 
to membership except by a small 
fee at the door. This group in- 
cludes the Get-Acquainted Clubs, 
Friendship Clubs, and the like. 
Most of them depend on dancing 
for entertainment. They attract 
the elderly but usually offer little 
to the young. 

2. Semi-open meetings of the 
same sort, limited to those who 
have previously “joined the club.” 
They are being started continually 
and closing almost as continually, 
never being able to attract enough 
men to balance the number of 
women, 

3. Introduction agencies, which 
hold no group meetings but help 
the applicant to meet suitable 
partners privately. Some of them 
are not too discriminating, but in 
some cities they have developed 
greatly in the last few years. 

4, Correspondence circles which 
send out a large list of names 
classified by age and sex. In spite 
of their number, there is remark- 
ably little evidence as to their 
success.

Sharpening Scissors. 
We had our semi-annual haircut 


*:\ last week and during the agony 
we realized that there are prob-} 


ably a lot of scissors in this world 
that don’t cut very well. So for 
the benefit of untold millions and 
a certain unnamed barber in par- 
ticular, here are some pertinent 
facts on why scissors don’t cut. 
One of the big reasons why 
many scissors aren’t worth a 
nickel is that the blades are so 


far apart they don’t even know | 


each other by name, This can be 
corrected by. tightening the pivot 
screw and then tapping the end 
without a head ‘with a hammer. 


Don’t tighten too much and don't | 


tap too hard or you won't be able 
to separate the blades for love 
or money. 

You can sharpen dull scissors 
in a vice and then hold the stone 
so that the fine side sits flat on 
the beveled edge of the blade. 
Move the stone with a forward 
motion along the entire beveled 
edge until’ a fine wire edge forms 
on the inside of the blade. This 
edge can be removed by placing 
the inside of the blade flat down 
on the stone and moving it across 
a few times. Now do the other 
blade the same way 

The only portion of the blade to 


.|be sharpened is the bevel edge.
